New York, Oct. &8—[Special.]—~An Amer- 
ian in a French made machine, George 
Heath, with a Panhard of 90 horse power, 
won the 300 mile automobile race for the W. 
m Vanderbilt Jr. cup 6n Long Island today. 
ji was’ the first international race for motor 
ears ever Tun on American soil, and the first 
be automobile road race ever, seen in this 
dountry. 

The 281.40 miles of road Were covered by 
Heath in his giant, square nosed car in 5 
hours 26 minutes, 45 seconds actual running 
time. He won the trophy coveted by auto- 
mbbilists the wor/d over by traveling the dis- 

tate in only 1 minute and 28 seconds better | 
oT than did the young Frenchman, Albert 
Clement, who drove an 80 horse power Clem- 
ent car from his father’s factory. Young 
Clement made a claim for one and one-half 
minutes time allowance because of an acci- 
dent. This would have given him the race 
by two seconds. Referee Vanderbilt referred 
ie claim. to a meeting of the Whole race 
board. After being considered the protest 
was disallowed. 


Call Off Race to Save Life.

Same Ratio of Increase. 

In the other wards a comparison with the 
figures of former years shows the average 
change about the same allover the city. Re- 
publican and democratic wards alike show 
practically the same percentage of increase 
over the first day of 1902 except that there 
is evidence of some work having been done in 
the First and Sixth congressional districts, 
in which Martin B. Madden and William Lor- 
imer respectively are running for congress. 

The Second and Third, the republican 
wards of the First district, show fair gains, 
as does the Twelfth in the Sixth district, 
‘while the Thirty-fourth, Congressman Lori- 
mer’s home ward, gives high percentage 
when it is considered it is, the smallest ome in 
Chicago. 

The Ninth district, on the north side, has 
not much to brag about either way, consider- 
ing that the democrats have announced that 
they intend to make a fight in it. The other 
congressional districts are so one sided politi- 
cally that nobody takes much interest in 


them. 
Sign of Little Interest. 

The light registration goes a long way 
toward sustaining the contention that little 
interest is being taken in this election. It 
had not been expected that the excitement 
of 1896 would be reached or even that of 1900, 
but the politicians argued that the total 
registration would reach that of 1900 by sheer 
weight of growing population. Allowing for 
a falling off in interest, there has been enough 
increase in population in four years to bring 
the figures up to those of the Jast presi- 
dential election, even if they did not exceed 
them. . 

But if it is going to be done this year the 
politicians will have to busy themselves be- 
tween now and Oct. 18 There are not so 
many voters registered in Chicago today as 
there were after the first day four years ago, 
and then 118,821 names were added the sec- 
ond day. If the total for this year is not going 
to fall behind that of 1900 there must be 148,- 
990 mbre voters registered a week from Tues- 
day, and that is more than have ever been 
got to the polling places on the second day. — 

‘In 1896 almost the entire registration was 
had on the first day, but that was an excep- 
tional year in politics in every way. It has 
always been the rule, however, that the first

William Wife Killer, 
. Awaits Death Near Victim. 


TRIES TO END HIS OWN LIFE. 


After Hours of Agony He Notifie 
Druggist to Call Police. 


Regaining consciousness many hours after 
he had killed his wife and attempted suicide 
in their rooms, 246 West Adams street, yes- 
terday, William Artmann sat awaiting death 
from a deep self-inflicted wound in his throat. 
In another room the body of his wife, whom 
he had stabbed through the neck, lay, fully 
clothed, on a bed, where she had been thrown 
after she had made a desperate struggle to 
escape. 

The man later admitted to the police he 
waited for hours, hoping for unco ness 
that would bring death, but fearing to com- 
plete the effort to end his own life. As the 
room darkened toward the closing of the 
day, the horror of the slayer at the sight 
of the body, visible from where he sat, over- 
came his fear of the penalty for the crime. 

Staggers to Physician’s Office. 

Staggering to the door between the two 
rooms, Artmann slammed it and hurried 
stumblingly to the office of a physician on 
the floor below. 

“I've committed murder,” he gasped to 
Joseph Patchen, a clerk in the offide of Dr. 
Michael Getz. ‘‘ Do something; send for the 
police; take me away from here.” 

‘Believing the man referred to his attempt 
at self-murder, the clerk assisted him to a 
chair while he called for the physician, who 
was attending a patient in an inner office. 
| Against his protests, the two led the faint- 
ing man back to the room from which he 
had come. There the wound was hastily 
dressed, and Artmann, now unconscious, 
was laid on an improvised couch while the 

clerk telephoned for — of the Des- 
plaines street station. 

Neither man had opened the door of the 
second room, and the police were told to send 
an ambulance to take an attempted suicide 
to the county hospital. ‘When the patrol 
wagon with Sergeant Meany and several 
policemen arrived the man wes struggling | 
to regain “his feet and leave the room to 
which he had been taken. 

Find Evidence of the Murder. 

“We'd bétter bring some of his things to 
the hospital with him,”’ the sergeant advised, 
as he threw the inner door open while the 
policemen were leading Artmann from the 
place. The shout of the policemen and the 
terror stricken cry of the slayer were simul- 
taneous as the body was seen, and again 
Artmann fainted. 

A rapid investigation showed that the 
woman had been killed with.a knife after a 
struggle. The weapon was found under the 
bed, where it had been thrown by the slayer. 
Around the room clothing and small articles 
of jewelry were scattered and an: opened 
trunk indicated that the woman had been

Clerk Hears Body Fall. 

Joseph Patchen, the physician’s clerk, re- 
called hearing the couple quarreling at an 
early hour in the morning. He had been 
awakened by the noise which ceased abrupt- 
ly before daylight. It is supposed the woman 
was killed at that time. Whether the hus- 
band attempted suicide soon after or pre- 
pared to escape is not known to the police. 
Beyond admitting the murder andattempted 
suicide he refused to talk. 

Dr. Getz declared that from the condition 
of Artmann’s wound it was inflicted many 
hours before. It was made by a razor which 
was found near the chair in which Artmann 
had sat and from which he could see into the 
which hé had Killed his wife.

Points in Injunction Plea. 


The bill for the injunction set forth that the 
mayor and chief of police of Chicago had 
threatened to interfere with We operation 
of the Chicago Passenger railway, and the 
complainants believed they would make 
their threat good unless restrained® by an 
order of the court. 

The main contention against the right of 
the city to interfere is the plea that there 
was passed by the city council on March 28, 
1887, an ordinance giving the Chicago Pas- 
senger company the right to operate in the 
streets from which the city now threatens 
to eject it, until March 28, 1907, and conse- 
quently any hostile action by the city now 
would be an impairment of contract and an 
infringement on the constitutional right of 
the compiainants, 

The history of the road is set up at length. 
The bill asserts that on April 24, 1884, the 
council passed “a pretended ordinance ”’ 
which “ purported,” to give to the Chicago 
Horse and Dummy road the right to operate 
in the streets named in the city’s notice of 
ouster. These are set forth as Adams street, 
from Clark to Desplaines; Desplaines, from 
Adams to Harrison; Harrison, from Des- 
plaines to Western avenue , Western avenue, 
from Harrison to Twelfth, and Twelfth, 
from Western to South Fortieth avenue. 


Claims Ordinance Is Void. 

The Dill says, however, this ordinance was 
null and void and was afterwards so declared 
by the Supreme court in a decision given in 
September, 1887. The reason for this decision 
was that no frontage consents in the streets 
to be occupied had been secured by the com- 
pany before the ordinance of 1884 was 


j'passed, it being supposed at that time it was 


not necessary and Judge Tuley had so held 
in a contested case. The argument was that 
the horse and dummy act, passed by the leg- 


; islature in 1874 and which contained no pro- 


vision for such frontage consents, had re- 
pealed the clause in the cities and villages 
act, passed in 1872, which demanded such 


consents. 


“The then attorney general of the state. 
however, was dissatisfied with Judge Tuley’s 


“decision and carried the case to the Supreme 


court and won it there, this particular or- 

dinance being by that body specifically de- 

clared nall and void. 
New Ordinance Obtained. 

In the meantime the bill states the Chicago 
horse and dummy road had become the Chi- 
cago Passenger road, with some added 
streets granted to it by ordinances passed 
after 1884, and the management of that road, 
becoming convinced the attorney general 
was right and the original ordinance would 
be ruled against by the Supreme court, ob- 
tained from the council on March 238, 1887, an 


ordinance, which is quoted in full, granting it. 


anew and for twenty years from the date of 


its passage all the rights which itjformerly | 


had claimed under previous ordinances. 

It is on this ordinance of 1887, in which the 
streets in dispute are set out by name and 
description, the receivers elect to stand, and 
by virtue of it they claim the right to use the 
streets-in question until March 28, 1907, or 
two years and a half from now. 

There are other allegations, such as tie 
One that depriving the company of the right 
to operate the Chicago Passenger road 
would dismember the Union Traction sys- 
tem and not only cause loss to the manage- 


ment but would incon¥enience the public. | 


This latter point is dweit on at considérable 
length. 
Judge Away Most of Day. 

The bill was not filed until late in the aft- 
ernoon on account of the difficulty in finding 
Judge Grosscup. It had been prepared for 
some time and was ready for almost in- 
stant use, but the judge was out at Highland 
Park in the morning and did not come tothe 
city until late in the day. 

The bill was signed by all the receivers for 
both the Union Traction and the underlying 
companies, as well as by W. W. Gurley, gen- 
eral counsel, and John 8.

Start Without a Hitch. 

The starting was done without a hitch. 
William K. Vanderbilt was referee in fact 
as well as in name. His tact was first dis- 
played when a man driving a big steam,auto- 
mobile ran along the course at thg starting 
point while Gabriel was at the tape ready 
to start.

One Fatal Accident. 

One fatal accident resulted in the death 
of Carl Meusel, a chauffeur, and the serious 
injury of George Arents Jr., a rich New 
Yorker, who were driving Arents’ 60 horse 
power Mercedes car in which Meusel was 
acting as mechanic. The tire broke just 
after the big machine had rounded a curve, 
the automobile running on the wooden rim, 
which soon gave way, upsetting the car and 
throwing out its owner and driver, who was 
crushed. 

The accident, according to experts, was 
probably the result of a small smashup that 
happened when Arents’ car reached the edge 
of Itempstead. At this point machines are 
obliged to come to a full stop, after which 
they are allowed to proceed through Hemp- 


stead at a slow speed. | 

Arents’ car came along the road.toward 
the lihe at a furious rate and when he ap- 
plied. his brakestop at the Hine the~- back 


_wheets of the machine became locked and 


the big automobile skidded.” Arents, real- 
izing his brake was ‘not working properly, 
held up ‘his hand as a warning to the’crowd 
along the line, and in so doing lost cotm- 
plete control of his machine. nay 


Stops Against a Tree. 
It swerved over the line on one side of the 


road, where it came to a stop against a tree. 


The impact was not severe enough to dam- 
age the machinery, but the driver was 
obliged to back up the line before his time 
could be taken. 

Meusel jumped to the ground and ran be- 
hind the machine to see if any damage had 
been done. He found the rear tire smashed. 
Arents, in his hurry to get back to the line, 
reversed his engine without giving his me- 
chanic warning, and the latter was knocked 
down. Bystanders thought Meysel's leg 


limped to the machine and took his, place 


again. 
So far as known the broken tire was not 


n run over, but he sdéid it hadn't, and | 


repaired, for when the machine appeared at 


Hempstead on its second round, it was.no- 
ticed that the tire was flat. From Hemp- 
stead the route led to Queens, and it was 
about two miles east of this place that the 
second and fatal mishap to the machine oc- 


curred, 

The curve at that point igsufficiently abrupt 
to cause automobile drivers to slow down. 
Arents rounded this curve at a thirty mile 
clip, and was beginning to gain speed again 
when the tire came off the left rear whcel 
and rolled along the road lke a child’s hoop. 

The automobile swerved sharply to the icft « 
and almost to the trolley traeks which adjoin 
the road. Arents apparently threw hissteer- 
ing wheel over and the machine swerved 
again, this time toward the middie of the 
road and acrossit. Again Arents tried to get 
the automobile headed straight, but it began 
to zigzag toward the trolley tracks despite 
his efforts. 

Then the rim of the wheel gave way. Arents 
was thrown out thirty feet farther along 
and the automobile turned over on its side 
with a crash, carrying the mechanic, Meusel, 
with it. 

Arents was picked up unconecious and laid 
out under atree. Rescuers then turned their 
attention to Meusel. He lay partly under the 
ear, with his coat tangled in its mechanism, 
He, too, was unconseious, his head terribly 
bruised and torn, while his left ear was 
almost severed from his head. r? | 


Sustains Fracture of Skull. 7 

Following the car was the Pope Toledo 
which Albert C. Webb was driving when word 
Was sént for an ambulance. It was found 
Meusel had sustained a compound fracture 
of the skull, a broken _rib, severe lacerations 
on the head, and internal Injuries. He never 
regained consciousness, but died an hour and 
a half later at the Mineola Nassau hospitai, 
where he and his employer were taken. 

Arents’ wife was at the grandstand near 
Westbury when news of the accidént was tel- 
ephoned there. William K. Vanderbilt Jr., 
donor of the cup, hunted up Mrs. Arents and 
told her her husband had been hurt, but that 
he was in no danger. Mrs. Arents. went im- 
mediately to the hospital, where she was 
joined later by Arents’ father,who came down 
from the Waldorf-Astoria, where he is stay- 
ing. 
Young Arents’ father is a director of the 
American Tobacco company, and he is him- 
self a director of the American Cigar com- 
pany, president of the Banner Cheroot com- 
pany, and treasurer of the International 
Cigar Machinery company. He lives at 524 
Fifth avenue. : 


Gasp at Narrow Escape. 

Spectators on the Rocky Hill road in 
Queens gasped at the narrow escape of E. E. 
Hawley, who drove E. R. Thomas’ Mer- 
cedes machine. On the first time around, 
Hawley, in making a quick turn around the 
curve swerved off the roadway. The auto- 
mobile ran up the grass.bank beside the road 
and missed hitting a big tree by about ten 
inches. The speed at whieh the car had been 
driven made it impossible for the driver to 
come to a quick stop. By a quick twist of 
the steering wheel he ran off the grass to the 
road and soon straightened out again. It 
was ail overina flash, but it gave all who saw 
it a scare. 

The most watched driver in the race, in its 
early stages, at least, was the Frenchman, 
Fernand Gabriel, who piloted the Dietrich 
ear. His reputation as a fearless handler 
of a racing car had preceded him to this 
eountry. Gabriel lived up to his reputatio 
and many saw him take great* chances, 
He started in with a rush and soon came to 
the sharp turn at Bethpage. Theturn didn't 
scare Gabriel a bit. He slackened up some, 
but went around at such a lively clip that 
he went far out’and harrowly niissed the 
flagpole. 

Gabriel Reckless at Curve, 

At Queens is another sharp turn and there 
Gabriel gave anotber exhibition of reckless- 
ness. Watchers say he: struck the curve 
while going at least thirty miles an hour. 
They thought it impossible for him to go 
around safely at that rate, but Gabriel made 
the turn all right, although two wheels were 
off the road while he did it; and with a grin 
he put on full speed as he struck the straight 
road. 

Then, for morethan two hours, he did noth- 
ing more startling than to run his car at 
the rate of seventy-five miles an hour on 
straight stretches of road until he left the 
starting Hine for the fifth time. 


Nails and Glass on Track. 


As news of the racers reached the grand 
stand during the course of the contest, it was 
noticed that nine-tenths of the breakdowns 
were due to “tire trouble.” Much of this 
“tire trouble’? was nothing more or less 
than punctures. When the cut tires were 
inspected it was found that in many cases 
broken glass and neile done the work. 
How nails came on the road—tately scraped, 
rolled, and olled—is explained only in one 
way. Several drivers said they were sure 
some enemy of automobile racing had put 
the glass and nails on the road. 

Their theory is borne out by the discovery 
of a deputy sheriff. who found on the course, 
just west of Hempstead, about half a bushel 
of bits of soda water bottles. He brushed 
them out of the way. Itis generally believed 
the glass was not put on the road as a.result 
of the opposition to the road race.

_ Japs’ Second General Attack. 

The Russians next fortified Antzu pass. 
The Japanese mounted at Langnichia twelve 
guns captured at Nanshan and also naval 
twelve pounders west of Chuantsunou. De- 
sultory fighting succeeded until July 26, when 
the Japanese began a second general attack 
against Soutaikiu and Antzu pass. All three 
of the Japanese columns were engaged In the 
desperate fighting, which raged until July 27. 

On the morning of July 28 the Japanese 
renewed the battle. The Russian line broke 
out and began to retreat. Practicaly the 
entire Port Arthur garrison, with sixty guna, 
participated in this engagement. The Rus- 
sian losses were 1,000. The Russians retired 
inside the last line of their defenses. 


“ Third General Attack. 

The Japanese spent July 29 disposing their 
forces and supplying them ammunition. At 
dawn of July 30 the Japanese attacked the 
Russian forts. The guns of the Russian 
fortress were used fof the first time in this 
attack. The Japanese advanced within two 
and four miles of Port Arthur on July 30, 
oecupying Takushan heights, and commenced 
siege work immediately thereafter. The 
Japanese captured fourteen guns between 
Nanshan and Takushan.

More than a thousand pairs of hands knead- 


yellow hands of Chinamen, some had the 
dark skin of 1.aly and Syria, and some the 
fair skin of northern Hurope. These 2,000 
hands belonged to young girls and middle 
aged ahd aged women, the factory workers, 
tenement residents, and domestics, who are 
learning cooking at public expense. 

In the seven public kitchens operated by 
the school board and kept spotlessly clean 
women of thirty nationalities and of a bun- 
dred different occupations: are learning how 
40 They are veing given an insight 
into the hygiene of the home and of the 
person, being imbued with the spirit of real 
homemaking, and are being taught the fun- 
Gamental principles of ‘economy, the value 
of house sanitation, sunshine, fresh air, and 
cleanliness, 

Domestics Learning the Work. 

Servants who are too u lied in the art 
of cooking to command high wages are 
spending their eveninge in these schools. 
They are adding to their capital stock with- 
Out the expenditure of a cent. They are 
learning in-the best of schools to prepare 
wholesome foods and are being taught the 
gospel of economy. 
They are léarning how to:make “left 
overs’ into inviting, palatable dishes, how 
40 Judge quantities, and how to order and buy 
Juciciously. They are being led through the 
mazes of the science of dietetics and intro- 
duced to the simpler principies of hygiene. 
Night after night the gospel of cleanliness is 
being preached to them. 

Factory giris. contemplating matrimony 
are learning how to cook, and are being 
trained to be housewives, Housewives are 
learning to cook ‘In order that they may 
know how to economize without causing the 
family table to suffer. : / 

In planning the course fn cooking an effort 
has. been made. to interest the girls In home 
life and. the spirit of home making WNeat- 
ness of appéarance and neatness of work is 
insisted upon. All practical cooking is based 
on genera! theoretical principles, but theory

The aim of the teachers is to present to 
the pupils a simple standard of life, whole- 
some in its atmosphere, genuine in its ex- 
pression, which puts conventence and health 
above ostentation.

The tables, covered with marble or with 
White oll cloth, are kept so clean that they 
glare in the gaslight. The stoves are kept 
polished and the tin and copper utensils re- 
fiect ike mirrors. In this class are a score 
of young women who are studying for do- 
thirty or forty factory giris 
preparing for matrimony, and old and young 
persons of a dozen nations.

At the Medill school, Fourteenth place and : 
Throop street, there is another large class 
of “cooks,”’ and at the Englewood High 
BGhO0l keepers of smal! stores along Went- 
worth avenue, “bachelor maids,” and do- 
mestics are working side by side. At the 
Washington school, Morgan and Erie streets, 
women of the tenements are learni how 
to make wholesome dishes for a few'cents. 
Jirka school, Seventeenth and Lafiin 
streets, the cooking classes are made up 
largely of Poles and Bohemians, while at 
the Wendell Phillips High school there are 
more advanced classes which are attended 
by the residents of the middle south side.

Then the 
Germans filed by and the Italians, the Poles, 
the Bohemians, the Syrians, the Austrians, 
and the Swiss, and every one of them, either 
by word or by emile, said “ good night." — 

Then the Americans came—and passed 
without so much as a friendly glance. 

“We are teaching these foreign born to 
be Americans,” said Mise Caverno, “ but we 
do not undertake to teach them American 
manners. We are teaching them everything 
that they want to learn. 


All Kinds of Occupations. : 
In that procession were waiters, cooks, 
marble cutters and polishers, dish waahers, 
street cleaners, wagon drivers, scissors grind- 
ers, frult venders, peddlers, old clothes buy- 
ers, tailors, laundrymen, butcher workmen, 
grocerymen, factory workers, clerks, me- 
chinists, bartenders, stokers, bootblacks, and 
small merchanta Only a bandful of them 
coulé epeak English.

At the Jones schoo! there is no demand for 
domestic science, or household arts, or man- 
val training. The pupils there want to learn 
how to read and write and speak in the ian- 
guage of their adopted country. They want 
to learn arithmetic and grammar. Their 
ages range from 15 to 65 years. 

In at least four of the other twenty-three 
evening schools conducted by the schoo) 
board there has been no demand for the or- 
ganization of classes in domestic science. 
These are attended almost wholly by foreign } 
born persons who want to learn how to be 
Americans. Board officials Welleve these 
schools are pointing the way to the most 
feasible solution of the immigration prob- 
lem, just as they believe the cooking and 
sewing schools are helping to solve the do- 
mestic service problem.

school desks and school blackboards. Chi- 
cago’s evening schools have the most cos- 
mopolitan population of any schoole in the 
world, Forty-seven nationalities are repre- 
sented, and of three the most varied assort- 
ment of nationalities is found at the Jones. 


How a Chinaman Is Taught. — 

The schools opened Monday night. Woo 
Ching was among the Chinese who enrolled. 
Woo Ching could neither write nor read a 
word of English and could speak only a lit- 
tle. Four nights later he wrote this sentence 
on the blackboard: . 

“ The boy jumped over the table." 
Then he pronounced each word 
When he came to the word “ boy ” 

er asked bim: 

“ What does *‘ boy’ mean?” 

Woo Ching pointed to a lad in his clasa. 

"What does ‘Jumped’ mean?” continued 
the teacher. | 

Woo Ching immediately began to jump up 
and down. 

Other Chinamen were: given other sen- 
tences, and each sentence was similariy 
illustrated. In this way these Orientals are 
learning to read and write and speak Eng- 
lish. The “object'’ method is used alto-. 
gether, as every member of the class benc- 
fits by the recitation of every other member. - 
All of the nationalities are taught in the 
same way. 

Make Success in Business.

The foreign born enrolled in the evenfng 
schools are learning not only to speak Eng- 
lish, but they are being trained to appreciate 
the responsibility of citizenship. A Chinese 
wearing a Deneen button bewailed the fact 
that hé never would beable to vote. “Courses 
in civics are being given in all the schools, 
and with the approach of election day all the 
workings of the political machinery, from 
the nominating convention to the administer- 
ing of the oath of office, will be explained.

Manual Training Also Taught. 

At several of the schools manual training 
is taught. This work also is a part .of the 
plan giving to the army of day workers 
the opportunity to prepare themselves for 
better things. It inclu advanced wood- 
working, blacksmithing, machine shop, and 
foundry work, The courses are calculated 
to enable the young men to acquire @ cer- 
tain amount of mechanical industry and 
skill. In this department is included plane 
geometrical drawing and work in cardboard, 
raffia, and Venetian iron. 

Bookkeeping is taught in all the schools. 
In the elementary sch a simple but thor- 
ourh course is given. In the high schools 
there is a more advanced course, including ; 
the handling of a complete set of books of 
entry and business forms of aH kinds and 
the carrying on of actuel transactions in 
various departments of business. 

Stenography Another Branch, 

Stenography is taught in all of the high 
schools and in several of the elementary 
schools, and also is typewriting. . These 
classes are attended mostly by girls who 
work in shops and factories during the day 
and are desirous of lifting themselves into 
more profitable fields of labor... 

Classes have been organized also in draw-

WILL FIGHT THE CITY’S FEES. 


Realty Board Is to Oppose Sidewalk 
Ordinance—Law Is Declared | 
to Belllegal 


Of much interest to owners and ledsees of 


central business property was the decision 
of the real estate board at its monthly meet- 
ing last week to prosecute a test case against 
the city resisting the efforts of the Chicago 
authorities to collect rent for space under 
sidewalks. This action was precipitated by 
the course of the city in serving notice on 
one of the members of the board that unless 
he paid $183 for the rent of space of this 
character it would be walled off. 


As a result the public service committee 


of the board was empowered to retain coun- 
sel and oppose the contention of the city. — 


Board Calls Plan Illegal. 


The board soon after the announcement 
of the city’s purpose to tax this space de- 
clared its opposition to the plan, which it 
pronounced clearly illegal and contrary to 
the decision of the state Supreme court. 

Accordingly, last spring, when a commit- 
tee of the city council invited the board to 
name a committee to meet with it for the 
purpose of arriving at a fair estimate of 
the value of this space, the board ignored 
the invitation. It “would not recognize in 
any way the right’of the city to tax this 
space. For much the same reason the board 
at its September meeting tabled a communi- 
cation from the State Street Protective asso- 
elation bearing on this subject. 


Building Managers Object. 


‘Laelia A. Seeberger, who brought the mat- 
ter to the attentionsof the board and recom- 
mended the action which the board approved, 


‘read a communication which his committee 


had received from the Building Managers’ 
association, urging that the board take the 
initiative in contesting the city’s right to 
collect this tax and pledging the assistance 
of the association. | 

It declared it was of vital importance that

The 
enormous growth in the public revenues dur- 
ing the period Sir Wilfrid’ Laurier has been 
in power, the correspondingly ~ lavish ex- 
penditures and immense number of contracts 
the. government, has been. able.to award its 
supporters and consequent @istribution of 
milions of public-money in ‘quarters where 
they will do most good froma party stand- 
point, have placed at the disposal of the min- 
isterial partyymanagets a more than usually 
satisfactory campaign fund.

JUPITER-—THE BELTED GIANT. 

In a most interesting article in the Fort- 
nightly, Mr. E. V. Heward tells of the field- 
night for the astronomers a week from 
Tuesday, when for the first time in twelve 
years the planet Jupiter will be in “ opposi- 
tion.” That is, it will be in the opposite 
quarter of the heavens from the sun, and 
the earth will be directly between the two. 
For many nights Jupiter will turn towards 
the earth his round, red face, radiant’with 
light.50 per cent brighter than that of the 
spring “ opposition.” 


Jupiter is known as “the Belted Giant, 


of the solar system.”’ Broad, double bands 
girdle his immense body. The belts are 
“two dusky bands which stretch across his 
surface and stand out conspicuously *from 
a background of a yellowish tint.” When 
viewed through the telescope they appear 
to flutter and pulsate like ribbons in the 
wind: The Giant is fond of colors. 


His diameter is eleven times that ofthe | 


earth, and his size exceeds that of all the 
other planets combined. He roams. the 


from the sun, five times further than the 
earth. He receives but one-twenty-seventh 
the quantity of light which falls upon the 
earth. Thus he whirls through endless 
twilight. 

One thousand three hundred times as large 
as the earth, he makes a revolution on his 
axis every nine hours and fifty-five and one- 
half minutes. This is a pace of 28,000/ 
miles an hour. But he travels more slowly 
in his course around.the stn, for it takes 
him nearly twelve years to complete the 
circuit. 

Jupiter has no seasons, for his axis is 
‘vertical to the plane of his orbit. No sum-

HENRY CLAY. 
This is the eighth of the monthly editorial ar- 
ticles on American statesmen. 


In 1812 speaker of the house, shouting 
the American of the west,:he rallied his 
dubious countrymen to the war against Eng- 
land. In‘1850, leader of the senate, oppos- 
ing his Americanism now to the sectional 
ambitions of the south and be the nal 
morals of the north; he estab the legis- 
lative compromise which gave the union ten 
years more of unity. Seldom has it been 
granted to a statesman to be the controlling 
figure on the stage of, his country’s history 
at two such distinct periods: so wee sep- 
arated. 

But Clay’s voice, which had charmed - 
charmed the men who were to make the 
civil war. As a young Virginian, he had 
studied law under the same Chancellor 
Wythe who had trainve@ Jefferson and Mar- 
shall. As an old Kentuckian he looked into 


Sumner, and Seward. In the interval he 
had embodied the forces which, trampling 


union intact from Washington, its founder, 
to Lincoln, its renewer. 

Three great compromises are the monu- 
ments of Clay’s career. 

The first was the compromise of 1820, 
which admitted Missouri ‘as a slave state, 
but declared that all the rest of the Louis- 
iana purchase north of the southern boun- 
dary of Missouri should be free. The sec- 
ond was the compromise.of 1833, which low- | 
ered the tariff in respdnse to the demands, 
of South Carolina, theréby greasing ‘the 
slide along which that state could gently 


rupt the union, but which, at the same time, 
earried with it a provision for coercing South 
Carolina in case it continued to abide on the 
heights. The third was the compromise 'of 
1850, which admitted California as a free 
state and abolished the slave trade in the 


New Mexico to the possibility of slavery and 
compelled the north to return fugitive slaves 
to their masters. 

‘Therefore, the word Clay does not re- 
volve in the center of a system of mutually 
attractive ideas. The word Jefferson means 
democracy. The word Hamilton means 
strong government. The word . Calhoun 
means slavery and state’s rights. The word 
Jackson means imperious autocracy based 
on the favor of the people. The word Clay 
means only a series of bridges thrown across 
a chasm, which expanded even as each was 
being built, and which swallowed each up 
almost before it was completed. 

Yet the growth of the chasm was delayed 
by those attempts to rivet its sides together. 
And Melay mednt that the spirit of union 
grew till it was ready to cheek disunfon with 
the sword. 

In the early years of the jast century 
threats of disunion aroused resentment but 
not resistance. If a state had seceded it 
probably would not have been coerced. But, 
by the time Clay’s work in keeping the union 
together had been accomplished secession 
| and war had become synonymous. For a 
period of unity during which spirit of union 
might confirm itself the country looks back 
with gratitude to the Americanism typified 
in Clay. 

Born to be an American, rather thes a 
southerner or a northerner, living in a. 
border state, which, though it kept slaves, 
kept also strong traditions of frontier democ- 
racy, Clay added to his geographical advan- 
tages a group of personal qualities which 
fitted him, above all Americans that have 
ever lived, to persuade, to allure, and to 
reconcile. Both.in conversation and on the 
platform. his charm was. irresistible. It is 
more than a coincidence that, like Blaine, 
he was hailed by the multitude@as the 


were similar in the tender enthusiasm which 
they aroused among their followers by their 
knightly qualities of courtesy and courage. 
Both of them could bring their audiences to | 
uts of triumph and tears of affection 
while they talked on financial theories. And 
both of them, like Hamilton, that third 
charmer in American history, failed to reach 
the goal of American political ambition. 

_ Three times Clay was a candidate for the 
presidency. In 1824 he ran against Jack- 
son, Adams, and Crawford. All three re- 
ceived more electoral yotes than he did. 
Wherenpon, by using his influence in the 
house of representatives, where the election 
was thrown, he made Adams chief magis- 
trate. 

Adams made him secretary of state. 
Jackson started the charge “ corrupt bar- 
gain!” and on this charge became président 
in 1828, defeating Adams. On the same 
charge, complicated with an attack on the 
national bank, Jackson became president 
again in 1832, defeating Clay. No more dis- 
graceful lie was ever insinuated into Amer- 
ican politics. 

In 1844, when Clay ran for president for 
the third and last time, he was defeated by 
Polk. Here at last the compromiser sank 
into the temporizer. What the “ seventh of 
March” speech was to Webster; the “ Ala- 
bama.,” letter was to Clay. Both the speech 
and the letter were meant to placate the 
south. It may be that the specific state- 
ments in the “ Alabama” letter can be 
shown to be perfectly consistent with Clay’s 
previous utterances, but its spirit indi 
that he was willing to moderate his objec- 
tions to the annexation of Texas in order to 
-gecure southern support. The northerners 
turned against him in considerable num- 
bers afl he was overwhelmed. 

The whig party, to which Clay belonged, 
was successful only twice in presidential 
years. In each of these years Clay was 
defeated for the nomination, And in each 
of them his conqueror was a. “ military 
chieftain ” of the kind which he so violently 
denounced when Jackson was proceeding 
from the battle of New Orleans to the 
White house. The whig party gave its 
nominations in years when success seémed 
almost certain to Gen. Harrison and to Gen. 
Taylor, men absolutely untrained in public 
life. To. Clay, ite greatest man, the man 
who had made its policies, it committed 
what turned ont to be its forlorn hopes. 

When Clay died his work seemed largely 
| futile. His “ American system,” the pro- 
 tective tariff system, had been broken down. 
His national bank, ‘which he had defended 
against Jackson, had been destroyed. His

From Paris comes the news of the death of 
Francis Mitjens, the obscure father of the 
Spanish duke of Santonio, whose wife be- 
longs to that Murietta family of Madrid and 
London which is so well known th this coun- 
try. In order to explain how the son of old 
Mitjens came to be a duke I must recall the 
history. of the first. duke of Santonio. He 
was a remarkable character, and after be- 
ing a hatter at Madrid, made a large fortune 
by securing a tobacco monopoly In Cuba. It 
is through this he was able to secure the 
title of Duke Santonio. He married late in 
life an extremely quarrelsome Woman, who 
was fully his match as regards vulgarity. 
There was no love lost between the couple 
and no children were born of this union. 
The duke, however, had a natural daughter, 
born many years previous to his marriage, 


- and it was upon her that he lavished all his 


affection. She wasa beautiful girl, and when 
she fell in love with a man established in 
business at Paris, named Mitjens, who, I 
think, was a Belgian, he showed himself ex- 


stalled them in dne of the most beautiful 
mansions of the Rue d’Elysée at Paris, which 
had been at one time owned by the ex-Em- 
press Eugénie. 


The Mitjens had several children. It was 
‘on the eldest son, however, Manuel by name 
but familiarly known as “‘ Jack,’’ that the 
old duke centered all his pride and his affec- 
tion; and when he died it was found that he 
had left him the greater portion of his enor- 
mous property, the widowed duchess being 
cut off with a small jointure. Jack, through

| grandfather, became the second Duke San- 


tonio and married the beautiful and charm- 
| Clarita Murietta, sister of Luisa Car- 
> mende Murietta, who showed so much devo- 
tion to her husband, Lord William Neville, 
when the latter was sent to prison for a 
number of years in connection with charges 
of fraud brought against him by Capt. 
Spender Clay, now about to marry the daugh- 
ter of William Waldorf Astor. The duke of 
Santonio is almost as much of an English- 
man as a Spaniard and is as popular a figure 
in London as he is in Madrid and Paris. 


Dr. Dunant, the aged founder of the Red 
Cross society, which is playing so important 
a role in the war in the far east, writes over 
his own signature to deny the report recent- 
ly circulated to the effect that he is in want 
and in need of financial assistance, a story 
which has led certain well intentioned but 
unreflecting and credulo persons ‘to ini- 
tiate a movement for the purpose of raising 
a fund in his behalf. 

Dr. Dunant states in his letter that the 
generous annuity bestowed upon him by the 
widowed empress of Russia a number of 


his wants chat he has not even been obliged 
to touch the capital of the fund which was 
placed at his disposal by the award to him 
of one of the Nobel prizes. He lives hap- 
pily and quietly in his villa, Heiden, on the 
shores of Lake Constance, and ascribes the 
origin of the report concerning his alleged 
destitution to the fact that advancing age 
and infirmity have compelled him to seek 
repose and to close his doors to the horde 
of visitors and tourists by whose attentions 
he used to be overwhelmed. 

It may be timely to recal? that Dr. Dunant 
was a physician of the Swiss town of Ge- 
neva, who was so horrified by the scenes 
which he had witnessed in the military hos- 
pitals of the battlefields of Solferino in 
1859 thet he set to work with the assistance 
of his friend Moynier, president of the So- 
olety of Publc Utility at Geneva, to initiate 
a movement for the “‘ neutralization ”’ of the 
field hospitals and ambulances in war and 
for the forming of volunteer societies of 
qualified persons to succor the wounded. 
The result of his propaganda, which was 
carried on by means of numerous branch, 
associations, was the first Geneve conven- 
tion, that of 1864.

carry in addition to the flag of their na- 
tion a distinct and uniform banner, bearing 
a red cross on a white ground, and that 
their staff. should wear arm badges of the 
same colors. In fact, the Red Cross society 
of Geneva, the operations of which now 
extend all over the world, was the direct 
creation of Dr. Dunant, and it ie pleasant 
to know that, thanks to the generosity of 
the widowed empress of Russia. the aged 
philanthropist is enabled to spend the clos- 
ing years of his life in comfort and ease.

dents to your minds; it is rather as a profession of faith in a cause which 


the present administration-has deeply at heart that I ask you to.remembet, 
in the deliberations upon which you are entering, the course to which the 
American government | is pledged and which it has ‘steadily pursued ‘for 


the last seven years. ‘It is true that in those years we have had a hundred 
days of war-—but they put an end forever. to bloodshed which had lasted . 


a generation. We landed a few platoons of marines on the isthmus last 


year, but that act closed without a shot a sanguinary succession of trivial — 


wars. We marched a little army to Peking, but it was to save not only 
the beleaguered legations, but a great imperiled civilization. By mingled 
gentleness and energy, to which most of the world beyond our borders has 
done justice, we have given to the Philippines, if not peace, at least a meager 
Approach to it than they have had within the memory of man. 

If our example is worth anything to the world, we have given it in the 
vital matter of disarmament. We have brought away the far east 
55,000 soldiers whose work was done, and have-sent them beck to the 
fields of peaceful activity. We have reduced our army, to its minimum 
of 60,000 men; in fact, we may say we have no army, but in place of one 
a nucleus for drill and discipline. We have three-fourths of one soldier 
for every thousand of the population—a proportion which if adopted by 
other powers would at once eliminate wars and rumors of ‘wars from the 
daily thoughta of the chanceries of the world. 

But fixed as our tradition is, clear as ie our purpose in the direction of 
peace, no country is permanently immune to war so jong as the desire and 
the practice of peace are not universal. If we quote Washington as an 
advocate of peace it is but fair also to quote him where he says:

appearance on earth of the beatific vision, If we cannot at once make - 


peace and good will the universal rule and practice of nations, what can 
we do to approximate this condition? What measures cap we now take 
which may lead us at least a little distance toward the wished for goal? 

I have not come to advise you; 1 have no such ambitious preteasions., 


1 do not even aspire to take part in your deliberations. But I am authorized: 
to assure you that the American government extends to ycu & cordial and 
sympathetic welcome, and shares to the utmost the spirit and purpose in

provocation and excuse for war, and at least in many cases to substitute 


Aa into their ready jaws; and the free use of the clog. as a deadly 


weapon; and stories of wolves and tigers, and a whole menagerie of crue] 


beasts; or if a domestic story is attempted, elaborate descriptions of vitriol 
throwing or of incredible murders in impossible slums. It is a brutal 
literature this, with hardly a single redeeming moral trait. But it is cer- 
tainly strong, it is in a certain low sense virile, and this in a time of bloody 
war and wholesale massacre appeals for awhile to a public never attracted 
by namby pamby romances in pseudo Saxon English of an impossible 


medieval England. Well, all these exercises have had their day, and we 


are free from them at last, probably for the remainder of the century. 
And there is an even greater mercy to be recorded. If you go to the

drama. But it has been particularly gratify- 
ing because of having brought Mr. Sothern 
to a higher place in the esteem of many the- 
slergoefs than he has ever before occupied. 

It has not been difficult to follow the course 
of this progress in favor. The applause ac- 
sompanying the curtain calls has been a 
trustworthy indicator. During the first week 
of the engagement Miss Marlowe was the 
fecipient of the. marked favor of the audi- 
ences. The applause increaged the moment 
sbe appeared with Mr. Sothern. and it died 
away noticeably the moment she withdrew. 
Mr. Sothern's bow was almost invariably 
to but slight clapping of hands.

Nor is tne bred girl particularily 
sought after as a wife by the college bred 
man. Half the extremely clever n you 
khow are married to women so li and 
stupid it keeps you wondering how they ever 
came to do it. There are exceptions to all 
rules, of course, but if mothers and fathers 
are bent on keeping their daughters hanging 
on the parent stem they can take no method 
that is so likely to achieve this result as by 
sending them to college.

The woman who 
understands chemistry is not liable to accept 
the luck theory about her bread turning out 
light or heavy. The woman who has mas- 
tered the science of mathematics is going to 
know enough to grapple with the household 
expense account. And after she has studied 
the germ theory you may depend upon her 
not letting her family be poisoned! by de- 
fective @rainage, or her baby be slain by 
the bacteria in a sour milk bottle. 

The educated woman is also more apt to 
be reasonable than the uneducated. The 
only absolutely hopeless people are those 
who are so narrow and so prejudiced that 
they can never see any side of a question but 
their own.

These figures do not convey much meaning 
until they are compared with similar sta tis- 
ties for some of the eastern states, such as 
10.78 miles in Connecticut, 7.2 In Maassa- 
chusetts, 88.68 in Michigan, 22.54 in Illinois, 
10.79 in New York, and 16.16 in Pennsylvania.

Tramps 


Accidental Deaths. 
By A. M. Parry. 


HERE is the tramp of yester year? 

It ts pearing thé time when an in- 
teresiing possibility of the census 
bureau might be tried out. What 
has happened to the tramp crop 
which was gathered in the great cities with 


the approach of warm weather and scattered . 


to the four winds, only to return with the 


Biigration-of the birds? 


How many of the population “ hitting the 
pike“ are dead since the season opened? 


How many were reformed by the demands of 


the western barvesterg and thrashers? How 
many are seeking cut their old metropolitan 
haunts, to lie in a state of semi-hibernation 
ti) spring? 

In the observation of the police and of the 
coroners’ offices throughout the country, the 
tramp family as a risk runs chances that few 
occupations of industry threaten to the toil- 
er... It ie more dangerous to seek the byways 
of the idier than to harness up to the ma- 
chinery of toil. Fifty per cent of these road- 
sters die accidental deathe of one kind or 
another; 20 per cent die of exposure and pri- 
vation; 10 per cent are found dead tn barre] 
houses, another 10 per cent die in almse- 
houses, while another 10 per cent are unac- 
counted for. | 


Freight Traine Kill Most. 


In accidental deaths the railroad freight 


train ts the cause of first magyitude. More 
tramps die under the wheels or In the shock 
of collision. or from a train jumping the ralis 
at a switch than from any other one cause. 
There is seldom a collision inveiving a 
through freight in a genera) smashup that 
doea not number a tramp victim. He is uni- 


versal as a corpse. It is rare that he is re-. 


ported among the injured. 
“The reason for this is that he nearly al- 


‘ways has to take the dangerous position on 


a train.” explained an old .rairoad man. 
* Nearly every tramp that goes out ef Chi- 
cago or comes into it rides on the bampers 
of a freight train or on the trucks of the 
passenger. in either position a wreck of any 
magnitude means death to him. 

“It is not necessary always to have the 
wreck, either. Sometimes there ds ice on 
the bumpers, and there are times when the 
tramp on the truck goes to sleep. as we have 
had reason to suspect. A fal) in either case 
means death almost without a question. in 
times past trainmen who had been worried 


“by these insistent deadheads would throw 


them off a train with little compunction. it 
is a dangerous business, however, for cases 
have been taken to.the higher courts and de- 
cisions rendered that a train must be stopped 
and the tramp put off with all the considera- 
tion that would be due a passenger.” 


Roads Expect His Death. 
As indicating just how common fs the 
tramp funeral tn connection with rallroad- 
ing the railroads all over the country In 


_.thetr rules and regulations dea) with him as 


a possible corpée om their hands. One of 
the great roads out of Chicago has this to 
way of the genus as it infests rolling stock 
and the company’s right of way: 

“If any tramps are killed or injured in 


stealing rides on trains or in walking ov 


the tracks turn. them over to the town au- 
thorities. We pay nearly $2,000,000 a year 
as taxes. and are just as much entitled to 
have protection as are individuais, and to 
have persons who are trespassers and who 
are injured through their own negligence 
taken care of by the town or county, But 
if the authorities will not take care of them 
don’t let them lie in the streets—take 

of them until some proper arrangement for 
their care can be made.” 


Even where a tramp is killed on the road 


between stations this company instructs its 
men to pick up the body. regardless of the 
superstitions about the coroner, and take the 


to the nearest station, only if

Meany Burned in Barns. 
Second to the accidental deaths on the 
tail dre the accidents due to the buthing 
of barns and outhouses In which tramps whe 
smoke take shelter. In the course of a year 
scores Of these peripatetic ones go to sleep 
in the hay of a barn toft and their ashes are 
sorted out in the morning. Nothing will 
alarm a farmer more than to discover that 
tramps have been sleeping in a distant barn 
crib. He is not afraid of possible thefts: 
fear is of the tramp’s matches and the 


try, too, in the dry seasons, the campfire 
by the roadway menaces the whole drought. 
stricken territory. 
Exposure kiis more tramps than ordinarily 
issuspecied. Many of these-men are addicted 
to exCessive use ef whisky or of alcohol in 
some other form, and for years the medical 
fraternity has recognized that the man who 
Grinks to excess has few chances against 
pneumonia when it has attacked him. The 
late Dr. N. 8. Davis, nestor of physicians in 
Chicago, used to say that when a4 drunkard 
got pneumonia his kinemen might as well 
order the coffin. The same observation holds 
doubly true of the tramp who has tt, for the 
reason that he has small opportunity to pro- 
tect himself from the weather while he is iil. 


7 Thieving Tramps Shot. 

Not a few of these wayfarers are killed in 
their prowlings through the country. They 
are tempted to make ievies upon hen roosts 
and even pig pens, and the farmer in many 
sections occasionally reaches for his double 
barreled gun and injures the fellow to the 
extent of bringing about gangrene and death 
by that means. The-tramp’s bad bicod ald 
lack of cleaniiness generaily predisposes him 
to this poison of the gunshot. Not infre- 
quéntly, of course, the heavy shot in the gun 
leaves the. corpse where it fel. Again, 
where the man is injured and trailed dowh 
he may become a carididate for death in 
prison, aa many courts throughout the coun- 
try have an idea that state's prison for” 
criminally disposed tramp is much the cheap- 
est disposition of the man for life. - 

- The barrel house victim from the tramp 
family is one of the most pitiful of specta- 
cles connected with the tramp death, roll: 
The lowest rung in the ladder of life is 
reached by this mise specimen of man- 
hood, who finds death ™ the low, dark, reak+ 
ing back rooms of the barre! house “ joint.” 
‘There, when death has come in unexpectedly, 
to the keeper of the place, the victim most 
frequently has fallen out of his chair, tobe 


found In the morning, crumpled, stiff and 


gtark on the floor—the death that one would 
spare a dog if he could. 


Autos a New Danger. __ 

Within a few yearsa new menace has come 
to the tramp In the roadway. [t is thea zis 
mobile built for speeding. In the last year 
a number of tramps have died under the 
wheels of these fillers over the country roads. 
Probably they will never approach the 
menace thaf the ralflroad train is, but they 
are worth the consideration of the “ pro- 
fession.”’ 

As nobobdy has ever been credited with 
seeing the proverbial] “dead mule,” 
body is suspected of ever havirg seen a re- 
formed tramp. But there are stories from 
the wheat country and from.the cew couritry 
of these fellows, “shanghaled” from 
through freight trains at water stations and. 
harnessed to the reaper or to the “ chaps” 
and the saddle, finally to come to the spirit 
of, labor, to adopt its philosophy, and at 
last to die respected citizens of a community.

Over-Specialization’s 
Effect on the Worker. 


UR. superstructure ef modern business 
is built upon the principle ef minute 
subdivision ef laber and a specializa- 
tion of work, which, carried to the ex- 
treme, as it everywhere is. produces 

pernicious results upon the werker. To 
realize fully the meaning of specialization 
in industry and to see its effects one has only 
to look into the lives of factory workers in 


any of our great manufacturing centers. In 


these centers thousands of human beings 
grind out a daily existence doing purely me- 
chanical processes in which by specialization 
they have attained great proficiency. None 
of them has a whole trade, but a tenth, ora 
twentieth. or even @ hundredth part of one, 
according to the amount of subdivision of 
which his particular industry permits. In 
doing his fractional part he sees neither the 
beginning nor the end of the work; he knows 


and ia encouraged to know only the smail 


which he can manage most dextrously. 
A strict confinement to one or two small 
higes the utility and the true pur- 
_of the whole, narrows and degrades 
the worker's individuality until his business 
life is one monotenous. dull. uninteresting 
grind. For this system the manufacturer is 
often blamed. He is not wholly at fault. 
He manufactures as cheaply 45 possible, 
being forced to do 66 on account of the com- 
petition which he meets on every side’ and 
the worker. who accepts conditions as he 
finds them, is obliged to do so on account of 
the pressure brought to bear on bim and the 
chactic condition of the labor market. 
clety through the markets coercés the in- 
dividual, sarrows and distorts his individ- 
gality by enforcing specialization.” but go- 
ing back still fuetber ft ts the consumer who 
what sort of work shal) be done, 
as the preducer is also the consumer, 
ae him in part at least the matter rests.

» Good Effects of System.

To Wlustrate the effect of this 
a social worker.of repute telis the story of « 
man of 34 who had spent his life from earilest 
chiléhood Im a factory, his daily task being 
the lifting of the arm of a certain machine. 
The work was not dif€culk, but its deadly 
monotony was sufficient to produce utter 
weariness. The thought of the moving arm 
came to be with the man day and night, al- . 
most driving: him to madness. He grew to 
loathe his task, and from loathing that pam. 
ticular one, work in general, which had asse- 
clated with it, so far as he was concerned, 
only the deadly monoeteny of the factery. 
One morning he rose possesséd of the ides 
that he could not go back to the shop. Me 
was not really sick, but utterly worm opt, 
At 34 his working energies were exhausted, 
and there being nothing else to de he turned 
tramp. Hisis perhaps an extreme case, but 
not so extreme that it is not, at leastin part, 
the experience of many. 

In the second place factory work brings 


‘great exhaustion and also much waste of 


life, for many processts require arduous labor 
and nearly all are attended to a greater or 
less degree with danger. With some of the 
dangers frém gases, poisons, explesiens, and 
bad air.science has been able to cope, but not 
with all. Still so largely does this element 
of risk of life enter that twenty-twe 4it- 
ferent trades are specially designated as dan- 
gerous. in these in particular there is de- 
vlorable waste of life, due to disease and ac- _ 
cidents, and as the diseases contracted affect 
not only the health of present factory work- 
ers, but the coming generation, the matter is 
vne of serious moment. | 
A third bad effect is the apathy which fol- 
lows as a necessary consequence of long hours 
or dull, monotonous labor. When people 


have no time for anything but work to satisfy 


the barest necessities of life, how can they 
help being indifferent to less pressing mat+ 
ters? | 
Makes Human Machines. 
From the secial point of view the gravest 
evil from this system is the dependence which 
it engenders. In the shop the worker gets ac- 
custemed to having all planning and manag~ 
ing done for him; he is required only to make 


@ machine of himseif, and, having acquired 


the habit, he carries it outside the shop. It 
manifests itself in a lack of public spirit and 
a lack of interest In political, social, and re- 
ligious matters; a dependence upon the iead~ 
ership of some local magnate for all initia- 
tive In such matters. Pittsburg is a city in 
which this is seen most pronouncedly. In- 
stead of the loca! self-government which our 
New England ancestors gave us as a precious 
herftage—the foundation principle of our de- 
mocracy—we have something widely different 
from {t. something savoring of the paternal- 
lem. These are but a few of the resultg of 


the factory system of labor, 
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ATI. 


ONSIDERING everything, the nature 
of the work, the speed with which it 
must be done, and the etrain to which 
the nervous system and general health 
is subjected the trade of the telegraph 

operator is one of the most poorly paid in 
the long roll of trades. — 

Of the 56,000 operators in the country, and 
2.500 in this city, it is estimated that their 
average pay is less than $55.a month, Com- 
paring the reqtisites of the work of the te- 
legraphist with that of the clerk, or the car- 
penter, or the stonémason it will be seen 
that the operator !s underpaid. Hissalary is 
often less than that of the good Clerk, in 
fact, there are many clerks in the railroad 
offices of the city who. forsook the key for 
the desk, witere there is some chance of pro- 
motion, and where the wages are higher. 
His work, especially if he must work at 
night, is of a decidedly nerve racking nature, 
and requires in most instances intelligence 
and application far beyond that of the clerk, 
or, in fact, of most lines of light work. 

His hours are often longer than most work- 
ere’, and besides receiving small pay he has 
extremely few opportunities for advance- 
ment. In the commercial work his chances 
for getting anything better through the pur- 
suit of his work may be set down as prac- 
tically naught. In railroad work it is slight- 
ty different. Here he may, if he stays at his 
key long enough and makes a good impres- 
sion with his work, work up to positions 
that bring more pay. 

Five Years’ Apprenticeship. 

‘Jt takes about five years from the time when 
the young man first sits down ata key until 
he is a competent telegrapher, familiar with 
all branches of the work. The mere learning 
of the Morse alphabet,.or the various tele- 
graphic phrases and abbreviations, or the ac- 
quiring of the ability to “‘ send " and “ take ” 
does not require anything like this time, but 
these things are only part of the telegrapher’s 
work, just-as writing or the ability to foot 
figures rapidly are but part of the work of the 
bookkeeper. Speed, the ability to receive 
and write messages at a speed that fairly 
bewllders the unsophisticated onlooker, is one 
thing the acquiring of which accounts for 
part of the five years the operator must serve 
fore he is thoroughly competent and can 
earn the highest salary paid to his class of 


_ workers. 


While serving the first part of his appren- 
ticeship the embryo telegrapher will be paid 
poorly. Most of the young men who enter

Should 
‘they decide to enter the trade they can easily 
do so, as one of the large telegraph com- 
panies here maintains a school witere its . 
younger employés are instructed in this kind 
-work. 

School for Messengers. 
Instruction for the messenger boy is free 


“here. The school is conducted evenings, so 


that the young man may devote himself to 
his work in the daytime and learn the trade 
after business hours. As the wages of the 
gmessenger boys average about $20 a-month 
here, it will be seen that for the boy of 16 
or 17.-“with few opportunities,- here is a 

ance to learn a trade and make wages at 
‘the same time. While neither trade nor 
Wages rank high, it can be said that the 
messenger boy will not be wasting his time 
by taking advantage of the freg school of ~_ 
telegraph company. 

To enter the trade and make a success of 
it the young man should have the equivaient 
of a grammar school education. He should 
have good health, for the work of the op- 
erator, always in a stooped position and in- 
Goors, does not rank among the occupations 
designated as healthful. He should have

good eyesight ard good nerves, the work 
being hard on both. He must bea rapid pen- 
man, but this is something that he can learn 
after he is in the business. If he possesses 
these qualifications he should, after ‘three 
years’ work at the trade, be able to earn $60 
a month at commefcial work: If he becomes 
exceptionally speedy, or if he learns one 
perticular line of work well, he can earn 
more, up to $80, and in rare cases $100 a 
month. But this is practically his limit, for 
there ifs little chance for advancement to 
anything else. 


R-ailroad Work Better. 
The railroad branch of the work is slightly 
better. The wages are.not higher, but there 
is some chance for getting into a position of 
‘good pay and power through the work. The 
great majority of railroad operators learn 
the trade at a smail station of a ratiroad. 
‘The opportunity to learn the work is much 
~greater there than in the cities, as in the 
main officegsthe operators, train dispatchers. 
etc., are men who have made their mark in 
the road's employ at a small station and were 
brought tn to reap the reward of merit in the 
big offices. The railroad telegrapher gener- 
ally starts as night operator. At first he must 
learn the key and other detalles of the work 
under the supervision of the day operator or 
station master, but when he is given a regular 
position it is nearly always on the night shift 
as the work then is much lighter than in the 
day. 
The time required to go from apprentice to 


- night operator at a small station varies with 
Sometimes a ~ 


the aptitude of the beginger. 
man who sat down toa key but six months 
before is put In charge of a small station at 
night. Others may spend a year learning, 
and still others may never get steady employ- 
ment. The discipline and requirements of 
the railroad service are extremely strict, and 
if the learner does not at first show that re 
can be depended upon to fulfill his duties with 
intelligen and integrity, no matter what 
the circumStances may be he will find that 
he is passed over are filled. 


Starts at $50 “Monthly. 
If he gets work on a railroad he will be 
paid $50 a month to begin with. All his future 
chances for a raise or for advancement to 


a better position will rest entirely upon him- - 


self, the railroad man being on his merits 
to an extent that does not prevail among all 
classes of workers. If he is quick to learn, 
is diligent, and, above all, reliable, he will 
soon get an advanoe of $10. This is the max- 
imum of the night man at the smal! station, 
and to get more the operator must get on 
the day shift or be advanced to a larger 
office. While the pay of the railroad man 
does nof run so high as that of the experts 
in commercial work, the chances that he has 
outweigh the wages of the other and render 
it altogether the more profitable and@desira- 
ble line of work for the young man to enter. 

All the station masters and train dispatch- 
ers, most of the trainmasters, and many 
higher railroad officials come from the ranks 
of the operators. The strict requirements 
of railroad life are rather an inducement than 
a drawback to the young man who is con- 
scious of his ability, for there are under those 
conditions all the more chances for excep- 
tional ability to make itself conspicuous and 
earn the reward that it its due. The remu- 
neration in all of the positions that the rail- 
road operator _ work into is all that can be 
desired. 


Steady Work for 

If the pay received by the telegraph oper- 
ator were higher he would have a good trade. 
If he is a competent man he is nearly al- 
ways sure of work. There are no times of 
trade depression to seriously interfere with 
‘him, and the seasons come and go with ab- 
solutely no influence on his work. While 
the trade is to g certain extent overcrowded 
the good man/can keep himself employed.

How an Irish Boy 


IS boy was’born in County Cork, Ire-. 
land. To begin with he-had one of the 
best mothers.. His father was clerk to 
a city magistrate; had read a good 
deal of law, but was never admitted to 

the bar. dn fact, he did not have money 
enough to pay for such admission. But he 
was a lover of books and had at ‘least a 
warm sense for art. The boy, though he had 
few school privileges, had one teacher who 
was to him about all that an ideal teacher 
should be. He was friend as well as teacher, 
and knew just how to waken and lead a pupil 
on_toward his best possibilities. 

The boy, it should be said, was Justin 
McCarthy—a name that has since become 
famillar and honored, not in Ireland only, or 
in Great Britain only, but in America as 
well. And now that this Irish boy who 
hailed from Cork, is getting to be some- 
where near his three score and ten, he has 


‘been moved to write “ An Irishman’s Story,” 


his own real story, and to explain’ how he 
managed to make his way on and up in life. 
And after all, perhaps, the, greatest charm 
of the story is not what he says of himself, 
but in what he has to say concerning the 
great friends he came across, or rather came 
along with, as he has been s0 bravely, so 
stfenuously working his high way through 
life, 


Instinct ea Public Affairs. 

Almost from the beginning this’ keen 
sighted, open minded Irish boy evinced an 
instinct for public affairs. He had, no doubt, 
a lively enough consciousness of himself, 
but he‘had at the same time a kind of public 
consciousness. So it was quite natural that 
he should edrly take to newspaper work. 
He became a reporter, then took’to story 
writing, and to poetry, all under the impulse 
of the ‘“‘ young Ireland’’ movement of the. 
time. The name of the hero in his first story 
was Parnell, although at the time he had 
never yet heard of the Charlés Parnell with 
whom later he was to have so much to do. 
Under the influence of his first ideal’ school- 
master he became an enthusiast inthe 
study as best he could snatch the time for 
it of the world’s greatest literature, German, 
French, and American, as well as British. 

Nor is there anything in this “* Irishman’: 
story ’’ more interesting than what he says 
of that temperance former and reformer, 
Father Mathew, who, if he only could have 
lived a hundred years longer would have 
made a new Ireland indeed out of the old. 
As a perfectly sane and wonderfully wise 
apostle of temperance Father Mathew has 
never been surpassed. Among the literary 
and educational institutions of Cork at that 
time, says Justin McCarthy, for the boys 
and young men whom he knew, one of the 
most influential and successful was the Tem- 
perance institute, founded and maintained 
by Father Mathew. It consisted chiefly of a 
large hall, a literary, and rooms for reading 
and writing, and was used especia}- 
ly as-.a place of evening resort for 
those who followed the leadership of 
Father Mathew in the teetotal move- 
ment, 


% * 
Joins Tefiperance Movement. 

“ My own knowledge of Father Mather,” 
he says, ‘‘ was close and intimate for many 
years. I was little more than a child when I 
first accepted from him the temperance 
pledge and was invested with his own silver 
medal, the badge of the order. I was a fre- 
quent visitor at his house, and he came often 
to see my father and mother. And in.the 
houses of the poorest it was noticed that. 
whenever serious troubles came ‘on, Father 
Mathew ae sure to appear like a protecting 
angel. th all. his horror of drunkenness, 
with his - elong devotion to the cause of total 
abstinence from intoxicating drinks, Father 
Mathew had a never falling patience withand 
pity for the drunkard.”’ 

The Cork Temperance institute, which ie 
Started and kept going in every part of the 
city, was but a type of similar ‘“‘ temperance 
institutes,’’ which spread all over the coun- 
try. “ Nothing within my recollection was 
more wonderful than the success of Father 
Mathew’s temperance movement. It per- 
vaded every town and village throughout the 
whole isjand, spread itself with marvelous 
rapidity all over England, Scotland, and 
Wales, and worked its way across the At- 
lantic wherever Irishmen were settled. Iam 
firmly convinced that the influence of Father 
Mathew’s movement has never ceased to ex- 
ercise its wholesome power over of 
Ireland." 


Influenced At Early Friends. . 
It was in connection with this temperance 
institute association and work that Justin 
McCarthy found some of. his early and best 
friends. who came to have so marked an 
influence throughout his after life. Especially 
was this true in giving the literary turn to his 
mind and opening to hirth the opportunities 
which he used so well.. One of these yourg 
men was Thomas Crosbie of the Cork Exam- 
iner. For years the two were the closest of 
friends, spending their spare hours in the 
ardent and delightful reading together of the 
great literary classics, alike ancient -_ 
modern. 


as already intimated, Justin MeCarthy's.

work as a journalist began as a reporter for 
.the Cork Examiner. And. that was at the 
time of the terrible “ Irish famine.’” One of 


‘his duties was to. visit every part of the

This 
incidentally: no doubt had its effect in com- 
pelling him to acquire thé mastery of his 
direct, vivid, telling style.

“How, soon after this, Justin MeCarthy 
came to be identified as journalist with mbdre 
public affairs, first in Cork, then in Liverpool, 
and then in London itself, where for tiiany 
years ‘as. leading editorial writer for the 
Morning Staf and other papers, he rose to 
commanding influence, and came into inti- 
mate relations with many of the foremost 


. and most influential persons and personages 


in the great metropolis; how he was in- 
duced to become a member of parliament, 
and how, upon the downfall and death of 
Parnell,. he became the leader of the Irish 
* party, there is not room here to say, although 
the story as here told by himself is in various 
ways replete extraordinary interest. 
But one of the most. remarkable things 
about Justin McCarthy's career is, that all

There is nothing one may wish to buy that 
cannot be had on weekly, monthly, or Prager 
terms of payment. 

If a couple wish to get married and start 


‘housekeeping, all they have tp do Is to go to 


one of the many firms in all parts of the 
city who make a specialty of outfitting house- 
holds’ complete on the installment plan. It 
one is in the custom of shopping at any of 


the large department,stores it is not neces- . 


sary to carry on the person the money where- 
withal to pay for one’s purchases, Anybody 
of good standing can now open a credit ac- 
count, buy what is wanted, and have the 
bills for a total month's purchases sent in 
at.the end of each month. 

If a man wishes to go into business, if he 
wishes to start’a grocery, saloon, or barber 
shop, he can get his complete stock or equip- 
ment with only a small first payment and 
the balance spread over a long period of 
small monthly amounts. Pianos, pictures, 
books, in fact, everything under the sun, 
can be had oh terms nearly similar. The 
slogan of some of the more conservative firms 
is: ‘“* Pay cash if you can; if you can’t, buy 
on credit.” Others whe follow the new 
scheme of selling more radically declare open- 
ly: ‘“* You don’t need cash to buy here,” 


‘Spread of the Idea. 
’ In speaking of the universal spread of credit 
selling, the credit man of a large downtown 
establishment said: “The origin and rapjd 
growth of the credit business in all lines of 
retail trade Is the natural result of the mod- 
ern public demand for convenience. The first 
credit department in this city was founded 
by one of the old, conservative stores, as a 
means of convenience only for their best cus- 
tomers. There was no public exploitation of 
the fact that the firm sold goods on credit. 
Only the old patrons were notified that they

might buy what they wished without paying 
tor it until their convenience. 

“ Frem there the idea spread to other 
stores, but it was years before the scope of 


’ the business was enlarged to what it is now. 


Gradually it. grew, however, until one after 
the other of the large State street stores 
established large credit departments and be- 
gan to go after that kind of trade. Ofcourse, 
with one store getting this business, it was 
necessary for all of us to get in line. The 
consequence is the monthly credit systems 
under which a customer may purchase goods 
at any of the first class department stores. 
The volume of business that is done this way 
at present is much larger than the public 
has.any idea of. The popularity of the 
acheme leaves no doubt that its conception 
was the result of an active public demand. - 


Little Loss Through System. 
“ There is practically no loss because of the 
bad accounts. The fact isthe credit business 
brings a good class of trade to the depart- 


‘ment stores. It is seldom that any one asks 


for credit whose position will net warrant 
our extending the sametothem. Most ofthe 
people on our books are of the better classes, 
emphatically. They are people who appre- 
clate the convenience of buying without 
ready money, and it is seldom that one does 
not pay the monthly bill with satisfactory 
promptness. The wide scope of the credit 
business in all lines has, of course, resulted 
in the establishing of investigation bureaus 
and tracers. But if is not often that we are 
forced to use them. Most people are naturai- 
ly honest, anyway, and the knowledge that 
they are sure tb be caught if they attempt to 
beat their bills undoubtedly Eas a saiutary

Whether or not the contract would have been held invalid 
had there been. no other promises or stibsequent recognition 
is left to conjecture, and herein lies one of the strongest

In every state there are laws of one kind or another

The question is, how- 
ever, wholly a statutory one, since in some states business 
pacts entered into on the Sabbath are not enforceable if 
one party chooses to withdraw, while in others such en- 
gagements are regarded as true contracts as binding and 
as effectual as if they had been made on any other day. 
In Illinois, according to the statutes, contracts made on Sun-

It is observed also that the more effeminate and senti- 
mental a race becomes the more general and popular oscula- 
tion grows. It is shown that among the decadent Romans 
nobles permitted favored slaves to kiss their hands, feet, 
and cheeks. The Latin races of today are shown to be more 
given to Kissing than the Teutons, the Anglo-Saxons, or the 
Norse. In France brcthers, cousins, fathers, and sons salute 
one another with kisses upon the lips.

Roman Origin Far from Romantic. 


The origin of kissing amongst the Romans is most unro- 
mantic and paltry, if the records speak truly. For, although 
it was at first a strictly connubia! salutation, yet it was 
prompted by the desire of the men to find out whether their 
wives had dallied over the winecup. It is related that pre- 
historic “mothers, taking their cue from the birds, fed their 
infants from their own mouths, and it was in this sense that 
the early Greek kiss became an expression of endearment 
between mothers and babes. 

The bible itself contains references to not less than fifty- 
two kisses, but most of these were exchanged between men, 
and the only purely romantic kiss recorded in holy writ was 
that which Jacob gave to Rachel when he saw her, young, 
beautiful. and singing; beside the ancient well of Palest‘ne. 
The English kiss is as old as the history of the race, for in 
the old legends of the Druids it figures incessantly, and the

The pillow sack is so simple In construction that it seems 
a wonder some utilitarian mother did not think of it before. 
It is merely a soft pillow, covered with a pretty case and 
loosely filled with down, with one end folded into the other 
end, thus making a bag that is warmer and softer for Baby 
Bunting than any rabbit skin could possibly be. It can be 
fastened up about the child at his waist, or his neck, and one 


-gide can be pulled up behind him as a rest for his head, as 
well as a protection from the cold. The bag is loose enough 


to allow h ck a much as he pleases; it is soft enough 
to make him comfortable, and warm caren: to prevent him 


from taking cold. 
The invention of the pillow sack has an interesting 


story. When Mr. Chase was superintendent of the Children's 


Aid society he was r-uch distressed by the fact that infants 
brought to him from the county and other hospitals in 
winter time were so chilled by their journey that they did not 
recover vitality. One day he hit upon the scheme of carry- 
ing each in a soft pillow folded into itself in the manner 
described above. To his delight he found that the children 
arrived at their destination in as good condition as when 
they left the hospitals. It occurred to him that the pillow 
sack might be used for older children, and that it would be 
serviceable to mothers who were obliged by circumstances 
to take! their babies out of doors in all kinds of weather. It 
has proved to be an outdoor covering for winter use for

It often happens on a morning that 
the king will find from twenty to thirty girls before his cabin, 
whom he accepts as wives or slaves, as the case may be. 


Scare Husbands from Seeking Divorce. 


Mandigue women are placed on the same footing as the 
men, but the family is polygamous. When a-wife is threat- 
ened with divorce because of her domineering she enlists the 
ald of friends, who proceed to the husband in a body and 
demand justice for the woman. The demand usually ts ef- 


pose of according to his fancy. 


Among some Hottentot tribes husbands and wives quar- 
rel almost incessantly. The,wife hurls her entire stock .of 
invective and profanity at her husband, while he, bein« leas 
eloquent, resorts to blows. A few moments after such an 
outburst they may be seen to smile and caress, Thourh she 
oceuples a low position socially the lot of these women is not 
as bad as might be supposed, as the men perform the hardest 
duties in the struggle of life. Moreover, since slavery exists 
among them, the women can easily shift the greatest part 


of the work on the slaves. 
Kaffirs’ Wives Regarded as Chattels, 


The Kaffir men impose the hardest work on thelr women 


and reserve the easiest duties for themselves. They do not__ 


consider this as cruelty, but frankly admit that, as they have’ 
paid for them the same as they pay for their oxen, they 
expect them to work. An English missionary once tried to 
shame a Kaffir in regard to this custom by pointing out to 
him how well the Europeans treated their women. He re- 
ceived this answer: ‘“ We buy « r women and you do not. 
Therefore, no comparison is possible.” : 

According to Kaffir law the wife is the property of her 
husband—an object legitimately purchased which he can ais- 
If he should kill her no one 
has any right to intervene. Formerly women acquired great 
political influence and sometimes carried the title of queen 


and figured in Kaffif history. 
If a Zulu rarely kills or mistreats his wife it is because 


he would be punished for doing so. Separations are rare, as 


the price of the wife must be returned to her father, who} 
makes the conditions too severe. The first and only thought 

of a Kaffir is to get as much work out of his wife as pos-. 
sible and to rear a large family, in order that he may be re- 

imbursed for the sum which he was obliged to pay for her. 


| 
Hard Work Their Common Lot. 


The. Wanyoros make thefr women work hard and beat 
them if they leave the inclosure of their huts after night. 
Infidelity is severely punished, sometimes by death. 

The women of Patagonia work hard, but are not mal- 
treated. On the contrary,.a husband considers it his duty 
to defend his wife in any dispute to which she may be a 
party, and when he beats her it is done in the privacy of 
the home. In public he always treats her well. 

Among many of-the uncivilized races of mankind the 


“inferiority of women is consecrated by usage, and she is not 


‘permitted even to eat at the same time as her husband. This 


condition is found principally in Africa and India. Some 
tribes place certain prohibitions upon women. For instance, 
they are prohibited from mounting a horse and from eating 
certain kinds of meat or drinking certain beverages.

She undertook to enlist a full quota of brave and adventurous 
men for the famous Gordon Highlanders by offering both 
her lips and her guineas to any soldier who would enlist In 
the regiment for service in the war against France. Many a 
bold Highlander perished on the fleld of Waterloo with the 
duchess’ coin in his pocket and the savor of her purely pa- 
triotic kiss upon his dying lips. 

When Columbus landed tn San Salvador one of his earliest 
acts was to kiss the soll which he had consecrated with cross 
and sword to God and the rulers of Spain. Kissing the cross 
is one of the chief Lenten exercises of the Roman Catholic 
church to this day, and on Holy Thursday the bishops a 
archbishops of that church continue each year to wash aka 
kiss the feet of the orphans and poor persons of their diocege. _ 
For centuries it was the custom of English monarchs to hh 
and kiss the feet of a humber of their subjects. James Hs» 
performed the ceremony for the final time on Easterday in 
1731, and the lord archbishop of York attended him while 
he laved and saluted with his lips the feet of forty-eight 


paupers collected in the streets and slums of London. 


The Beecher “Inspirational Kiss.’” 


The kiss which Mrs. Moulton gave to Henry Ward 
Beecher became famous during the Beecher-Tilton trial as 
“the inspirational kiss," and the reverend pulpiteer himself 
described it as a “holy kiss of confidence given by a good 
woman to a fellow creature whom she believed to be ma- 
ligned,”* and in whom she wished to express confidence and to 
inspire hope and qourage. 

According to the Chicago collectér’s classification, the 
Hobson kisses were prompted wholly by the vanity of the 
object and the curiosity of the participants and had nothing 
to do with passion, reverence, or respect.
